Cruz, and reaching here several 
day* old, said conditions in the 
capital were extremely critical. 
The Zapata forces had defeated

Much concern is felt here, for

Carrnnza telegraphed his agen-

layed while General Goiiz.ik'K was 
trying to make arrangements to 
avoid a battle within the city it- 
pelf. 
The Diplomatic Corps in 


Mexico City, the dsiputch stated, 
was taking steps to protect noil- 
cmnhiitnnt* of all nationalities in 
the evenf of fighting within the 
city itself, and the Xapata forces 
were reported to have sent their 
archievcs to Cueniavaira. 


The telegram was the first con 


firmatimi from Carranza sources 
of the defeat of Gonzales by the 
Xaputa forces in the first nttaek.
